to Auditor. to 0 u ltor 01 tate any an notes, receIpts, voue ers, 

bonds, mortgages, and other securities for any and all school 
monies, from whatsoever source derived, now or hereafter 
being in his 01" their possession, or under his or their control, 
which notes, receipts, vouchers, bonds, mortgages, and oth­
er securities, said Auditor shall safely keep in his office, and 
he shall execute duplicate receipts therefor, one of which he 
shall deliver to the said Superintendent, and the other to the 
Governor of this State. 

SEC. 4. All monies now, or hereafter becoming due, for 
Funds be paid monies loaned by the Superintendent of Public Instruc-
mlo Treasury tion, including the interest thereon, shall be paid to the 

Treasurer of State, who shall execute duplicate receipts 
therefor, one to the party paying the "same, and the other 
to the Auditor of State, who shall file and preserve the same 
in his office.
